Officers of 
the Liberal Association at North Pad- 
dington had been attacked by Jennings 
for going over to the Conservative can- 
didate, and saying publicly that they 
wee not satisfied with their own candi- 

ate. 

Whatever politics a man had, his sup- 

rters expected an honest candidate. 

ey preferred a man of different poli- 
tical views whose cheques were hon- 
oured. Whether they were right or 
wrong in doing what they did, he failed 
to see any reason for attacking them. 

]t was of considerable importance that 
a man who forward as a party can- 
didate, and aspired to a seat in the High 
Court of Parliament, should not put for- 
ward dishonoured cheques and behave 
in the way Jennings was said to have 
behaved. He might have thought that 
if he succ^eded in getting into Parlia- 
ment the party funds might have got 
him out of his trouble.
